Three Satellite 
Launches Halted; 
Failures Probed 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— Three satellite launchings are 
being delayed up to six weeks 
while investigators probe recent 
Delta rocket failures. One post­ 
poned project is intended to put 
Britain’s 
first communications 
spacecraft into orbit. 
The 
sleek 
Delta 
booster, 
which 
once 
had 
a 
success 
record of around 90 per cent, 
has failed three times in the last 
12 launchings. 
The most recent flop occurred 
Aug. 27 when a Delta veered off 
course eight minutes after liftoff 
and had to be destroyed by a 
signa’ from a range safety offi­ 
cer. It carried a $7 million Pio­ 
neer spacecraft bound for orbit 
around the sun. 
Following that failure, the Na­ 
tional Aeronautics and 
Space 
Administration named commit­ 
tees to conduct a two-pronged 
investigation. 
One is probing the Aug. 27 
failure, attributed to a fault in 
the hydraulic system of the Del­ 
ta’s first stage. 
A second panel is conducting 
a general review of the entire 
Delta system.

‘‘A 
discriminatory

tising,” Stanton said. ‘‘On the 
premise that cigarette smoking 
is injurious to health, legislation 
has been proposed to bar ciga­ 
rette advertising from television 
and radio without imposing sim­ 
ilar restraints on other media. 
“More disturbing.” he added, 
“since it directly threatens the 
freedom of broadcast journal­ 
ism is the Supreme Court's Red 
Lion decision, an interpretation 
of the Consitution that may well 
have Thomas Jefferson spinning 
in his grave at Monticello.” 
Stanton referred to a decision 
in which the high court upheld 
the 
Federal 
Communication 
Commission’s ruling that a ra­ 
dio station in Red Lion. Pa., be 
required to give free time to au­

charges made against him on a 
syndicated

“ For broadcasting, unlike the 
printed press, truth is no longer 
a defense.” Stanton said. 
“Tile way has been opened for 
individuals and groups with the 
force of administrative fiat be­ 
hind them, to demand and get 
free tim e on the air without re­ 
gard for the truth, decency or 
responsiveness of the presenta- 
tios.”

Summer is over, officially now, and autumn 
has begun. 
It was an unusual summer. While the Upper 
Peninsula experienced one of its warmest sum­ 
mers in years, it was a long, “cool” summer in 
the streets of the nation’s largest cities. The 
country was braced for another round of rioting 
in the ghettos, but somehow it never material­ 
ized 
It was not entirely calm, of course. There 
were flare-ups in some smaller cities — Fort 
lauderdale, Fla.. Camden, N. J.. Hartford, Conn., 
and York, Pa. And there were small scale out­ 
breaks in some of the larger cities. 


But there was nothing comparable to the ter­ 
rible violence that rocked cities like Detroit, Chi­ 
cago, New York, l/os Angeles and Washington, 
D. C., in previous summers. 
And now summer is fading into fall, ifs 
fust possible that the Fnited States may get 
through the entire year without experiencing 
any racial riots of the magnitude of those of 
the earlier 1960s. 


When he was in the Upper Peninsula this 
summer, U S. Sen. Philip A. Hart (D-Mich.) was 
asked at a dinner meeting how he accounted for 
the fact that comparative calm had prevailed in 
the ghettoes up to that time. 
The Senator thought about the question 
out loud for several minutes, advancing and with­ 
drawing a series of theories to explain the ab­ 
sence of major rioting and then concluded by 
saying, “I guess I don’t know.” Nor did any­ 
one else who was present at the meeting come 
forth with a satisfactory explanation for the 
unexpected quiet in the cities. 
Bruce Riossat. a political observer for News­ 
paper Enterprize Association, recently analyzed 
the question and came to the conclusion that the 
relative coolness during the summer of 1969 
could be attributed to three factors: 
• Even militant blacks perceive major riots 
as basically self-destructive. 
• Many think a new’ rash of outbreaks 
would spark death-dealing counterviolence. 
• Government ghetto-aimed programs to 
alleviate distress are at last making some dent. 
The three-point explanation represents the 
collective opinion of several long-time students 
of the racial scene, all but one of them black, 
and thus carry considerable weight.

This Is how* some of these black observers 
appraise Summer 1969: 
“They (the blacks! look at the destruction 
left by riots — that's what everybody sees every 
day — and they know things are a lot worse 
physically than they were before the outbreak. 
The lesson for them is that nothing has been 
gained. Riot is not really a prod for something 
better.” 
“Many brothers feel that in any new riots 
they would get their heads shot off.” 
“There’s too much firepower against them.” 
‘T he efforts to help the ghetto — however 
meager they may be — have had their bene­ 
ficial impact.” 
*

One summer does not foretell the end to 
ghetto uprisings. Almost certainly there will be 
more flare-ups next summer and the summer 
after that. 
But if they continue to decrease in fre­ 
quency as they did this summer and if they can 
be held to the dimensions of flurries as they 
were this summer, there is hope that an era 
of major racial violence is coming to an end.

Freedom To Work 
Philadelphia, the birthplace of American 
freedom of the individual, is the scene of a new 
attem pt at government coercion. 
The Declaration of Independence, signed in 
the city of brotherly love, proclaims man’s right 
to life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. T ie 
Constitution, forged in the same city, guaran­ 
tees man’s greedom from government interfer­ 
ence with his basic rights. 
Claiming a new right — the right to suc­ 
ceed — w’hich the government can guarantee 
only through active use of force and which ap­ 
pears nowhere in the Constitution or common or 
written law — the Department of Labor, under 
what it calls the Philadelphia Plan- is going to 
force individual businesses in that city which de­ 
sire government contracts “to submit affirm a­ 
tive plans setting specific goals for the utiliza­ 
tion of minority employes on federally estab­ 
lished standards.” Tn other words a Philadelphia 
contractor will be compelled to hire a certain 
percentage of Negroes if he want’s government 
business. 
Companies outside t h e Philadelphia area 
needn’t breathe easy in hopes that the I^abor 
Department is experimenting with racial bal­ 
ancing in just one uocation. “We (propose) in 
the immediate future similar plans in other ma­ 
jor O’- ne,” 
VT1s A rthur Fletcher, Assistant 
Secretary of I^abor. Further, racial balancing 
which was established by his department in co­ 
ordination with the Office of Federal Contract 
( in Db a nee. “will not be negotiable between the 
government and builder.” Quotas will be fi)*m 
and final. No allowance, apparently, will be made 
for local situations. 
Business, in effect, will be required to rec­ 
tify a condition partially created by the govern­ 
ment through its legislated encouragement of 
monopolistic unions which have been largely 
closed to minority groups. Union membership in 
many industries is essential to getting and hold­ 
ing a job. 
If the federal government is really interest­ 
ed in opening up job opportunities for Negroes, 
it should see that union membership is not neces­ 
sary for w’ork. The government should ensure a 
man’s freedom to work without compulsion, by 
legislating to make union membership volun­ 
tary. 


AIR CONTROL 
As evidenced by a recent edi­ 
torial (Sept. 19), there seems 
to be some concern that the 
proposed County Air Pollution 
Ordinance will stifle industrial 
expansion. 
There are a num ber of fac­ 
tors to be considered in dealing 
w ith this concern: 
1, State and federal regula­ 
tions already control such fac­ 
tors as emmissions from smoke­ 
stacks of particles, dust and 
m easurable 
gases. 
Industries 
that violate these regulations 
are living on ‘borrowed tim e” 
anyway and will have to clean 
up or close up. 
Technology 
offers many solutions to re­ 
moving particles from stacks 
and controlling dust and Hie 
public should not be subjected 
to sloppy practices that just put 
money in the pockets of the 
stockholders 
and 
ignore 
tire 
citizen’s 
God-given 
right 
to 
breathe clean air. 
2. Areas with a num ber of 
dirty industries have found that 
they have actually discouraged 
future industrial development 
by shortsightedly allowing pol­ 
lution. Our arca offers trem en­ 
dous potential 
for 
industries 
seeking good living and w ork­ 
ing conditions for their execu­ 
tives and employes. We have 
both w ater and land transpor­ 
tation, a good labor force and a 
new college interested in train ­ 
ing technical personnel for in­ 
dustry, Most of all we have 
space. Til is. the crowded m et­ 
ropolitan 
areas 
cannot 
offer. 
Why sell out these advantages 
for an industry that trespasses

AMBULANCE 
In regard to the recent state­ 
m ent by Harold V anlerbergilt 
and Frank Stupak, I would like 
to clarify them somewhat. The 
agreem ent made between this 
Ambulance Service 
and 
the 
County 
Board of Supervisors 
was an amount to be paid along 
w ith my regular fee. I would 
never agree to go on every call 
regardless if paym ent could be 
made or not. 
The truth of the m atter is at 
the last meeting 
I 
attended 
some of the m em bers suggest­ 
ed that I raise my local fee to 
SSO per call. This is absurd. 
The only thing this would cre­ 
ate would be more uncollect­ 
ables. 
I have invested a lot of mon­ 
ey in this Ambulance 
Service 
since I bought out Mr. Sabou- 
rin. I don’t think the people of 
this county realize what it cost 
to supply an Ambulance Ser­ 
vice. Just a resuscitator, inha­ 
lator to give life giving oxygen 
costs $500. Splints, $50. I have 
a heart-lung resuscitator, and I 
might add that this is the only 
unit of its kind in the U. P. 
This unit costs $1,300. I’ve tried 
to make this am bulance the best 
in the Upper Peninsula, and I'm 
sure the m ajority of people that 
have used this 
service 
will 
agree. 
Ambulance services all over 
the country are going out of 
business because of the losses 
on 
the 
uncollectables. What 
most counties are doing is sub­ 
sidizing the am bulance comp­ 
anies because this is the cheap­ 
est way out for the county. 
L ets look at some facts and 
figures. According to the rec­ 
ords of some of the best man­ 
aged private am bulance 
ser­ 
vices in this country, it costs 
a minimum of about S30.000 
per year to adequately run one 
ambulance. In the average com­ 
munity, it takes more than one 
am bulance to cover its needs. 
According to the best thinking 
in this industry, a family type 
operation where a wife takes 
calls and dispatches, using one 
and one-half ambulances, re­ 
quires a m inimum capital in­ 
vestm ent of $35,000. It would 
have a minimum operating cost 
of $70,000 per year. With that 
figure as a basis, we see that 
at $25 per trip it is going to 
take 2,800 am bulance trips per 
year to just break even, or 3.- 
000 trips per year to generate 
a $5,000 profit. And this pre- 
sup!X).ses that each one of the 
3.000 trips is paid for. 
Finally, translating these 3.- 
000 trips per year back into 
community potential, we see 
that this means an average of 
8.2 trips per day — and using 
the accepted form ula that 10,- 
000 people generate one trip a 
day, it takes a community of 
82.000 people to keep a small 
am bulance service in business. 
Small wonder that private am­ 
bulance operators in towns of 
15,000, 20,000 or 30,000 people 
establish a service, only to fail 
again and again. 
The City of Escanaba, Glad­ 
stone and the Sheriff’s Depart­ 
m ent have even agreed that to 
operate their own ambulance 
would cost at least $50,000 Der 
year. All I’m asking is that 
they guarantee me that if I go 
on 60 calls per m onth I will 
got paid for 60 calls per month, 
not 30 or 15. 
Some of the counties paying 
subsidies are: 
1 — Alger, population 9.250. 
Approximate am ount of subsi­ 
dy — $6,500 (to 
funeral 
di­ 
rector). 
2 — Dickinson, 
population 
23,917. A pproxim ate amount of

m ents to nursing home with one 
am bulance). 
4 — City of Mt. Clemens, pop­ 
ulation 21,016 — $25 per run, 
guarantee all runs. 
5 — Gladwin County, popula­ 
tion 10,769 — $7,000 per year 
(paym ent 
to 
private 
am bu­ 
lance). 
These are just a few of the 
counties doing this and the rea­ 
son this is being done is be­ 
cause ifs much cheaper on the 
taxpayer than to run their own 
service. 
The problem m edicare and 
m edicaide has created I think 
is th at many people would nev­ 
er have thought of using the 
am bulance because of the cost. 
Now that they're enrolled un­ 
der either or both of these plans 
th e y use it thinking that the fee 
is paid for, but it isn’t. M edi­ 
care pays only $15, my fee is 
$30. Then usually that $15 is 
applied to their deductible, so 
I have to collect from the pa­ 
tient. The reason the patient 
is on this in the first place is 
because they can’t afford to pay 
for the high costs of hospitals, 
am bulances etc. Then if this 
isn’t bad enough, m any times 
I’ve gone on calls (false alarm s 
is a better word for this) where 
I got nothing. 
This is the reason I am no 
longer taking any calls unless 
they are subscribers or they can 
pay for the call when we a r­ 
rive at their home or before we 
tran sfer them from our' cot to 
the hospital bed. I’ve only re­ 
fused one patient before and tire 
publicity was terrific. A month 
later I received another call on 
this sam e patient so instead of 
going through this again I pick­ 
ed her up and transfered her to 
the hospital. To this day I never 
received payment for this pa­ 
tient and this call was m ade in 
M arch of 1967. 
I hope this will explain my 
situation a little better and if 
there are questions, please feel 
free to call 786-2817. 
. I would also like to inform 
the public that you can still 
subscribe to the am bulance ser­ 
vice. For $10 per year it will 
entitle you to em ergency ser­ 
vice w ithin a 20-mile radius of 
Escanaba to the hospital, re­ 
gardless how many tim es you 
m ight need it.

Ancient bow 
hunters used to hunt in large groups, but 
modern hunters tend to stick to themselves, usually hunting 
from a blind or cover. Some modern archers still stalk their 
deer, although this takes a special breed of hunter. He must 
lot of patience and be in excellent physical condition, 
nd only then, w ill his hunting bring him success. 
ow hunter must use all the shrewdness he can to capture 
his quarry. He must day downwind. He must use his cover 
well. Most important of all. he must conceal himself and al­ 
ways be ready for what might be his only shot. 
Choice of equipment is the most important thing a begin­ 
ning bow' hunter should w orry about. He should select the 
proper weight for what is comfortable for him. This makes 
hunting a lot easier. 
When you buy a bow. be sure to buy one from someone 
who knows how to measure \ou and select a pull that is just 
right for you. Most Michigan hunters prefer pulls from 30-50 
pounds.
